— [Special]—The 
funeral tra in arrived a t 3:10 this 
m orning and th e excitem ent contin* 
ues unabated. 
M any Italian s have 
been 
beaten 
and

Italian by a frenzied crow d anyw here 
in F rance now m ight be the signal for a 
E uropean war. 
The new spapers of 
France and Italy and E ngland are dis­ 
playing extraordinary caution in not 
expressing this universal fear; b u t it 
is th e one topic in Paris. 
I t is less 
th a n a year since a fa ta l conflict be­ 
tw een French and Italian laborers a t 
Aigues-M ortes stirred both nations to 
such a pitch of excitem ent th a t only 
m ost prom pt and strenuous exertions 
by both governm ents prevented 
a 
series of bloody reprisals. 
T here is 
h atred betw een tho tw o peoples diffi­ 
cu lt to understand or to explain, b u t 
it is as b itte r as betw een French and 
German. 
The w hole F rench arm y is under 
arm s in all p arts of F rance to suppress 
th e first signs of any outbreak against 
th e Italians. 
If th e governm ent can 
th u s overaw e th e popular feeling all 
w ill be well, b u t th e outbreak may 
come 
w here 
th ere 
are 
no 
troops 
ju st 
a t 
hand and 
if 
so 
it m ay prove a m atch to a pow der 
m agazine. 
Italy w ould as certainly 
respond w ith a like bloody dem onstra­ 
tion against France, ju st as the Ro­ 
m an mob attack ed th e F rench em­ 
bassy in Palazza Farnese a fte r Aigues- 
Mortes. 
The question then w ould be 
w h eth er the governm ents could long­ 
er restrain th e ir people. 
Santo, the m urderer, has boldly as­ 
serted th a t he is an 
anarchist 
and 
therefore upon the anarchists are the 
people pouring the 
vials of th eir 
w rath. 
F u rth er th a n asserting th a t 
he is an an arch ist th e prisoner has 
no t ap parently m ade any statem ent, 
b u t it is reported th a t the police are 
convinced th a t th e assassination of 
P resident C arnot is the resu lt of a 
carefully planned conspiracy, in w hich 
a num ber of people are concerned. 
This, however, is only a report, as 
th e authorities are engaged in a m ost 
exhaustive investigation into the pris­ 
oner’s career and recen t m ovem ents, 
and no official statem en t on the subject 
is likely to be m ade u n til this inquiry 
is com d e ted.

RIOTERS B O LD STREETS OF LYONS. 


Italian C afes 
and 
Stores B urned and 
L ooted— H undreds U nder A rrest. 
L yons, June 2G.—W hen the body of 
C arnot borne on a gun carriage passed 
th ro u g h the streets to the special train 
w hich was to carry it to Paris, the peo­ 
ple k n e lt or stood w ith h ats off pray­ 
ing. 
In stan tly it had passed the rage 
of the people sm othered th e ir sor­ 
row. 
Men 
and 
women, 
w ho 
a 
m om ent before stood reverent and 
m ute 
before th e 
n atio n ’s 
m artyr, 
now gave 
vent 
to th eir 
pent-up 
excitem ent and rage. 
E veryw here 
could be beard cries of “ Long live 
C arnot and death to his m urderer. ” 
The sullen tran sitio n in th e feelings 
of the crow d boded ill for the resident 
Italian s and w hen some of the more 
hot-headed men in the crow d proposed 
th aL an attack be m ade upon the Ita l­ 
ian q u arte r the proposition w as re­ 
ceived w ith w ild cheers of approval. 
In alm ost less tim e th a n it takes to 
tell it an enorm ous mob, a t the head 
of w hich w as carried the French flag, 
w as en route to th a t p art of the city 
giveu over to the Italians. Before the 
police could intervene to prevent the 
trouble the mob had attacked all the 
shops belonging to the foreigners and 
sacked them . 
T he proprietors and 
th e ir fam ilies w ere forced to flee for 
th e ir lives. It was finally found neces­ 
sary to com m and the cuirassiers to 
charge the crow d in order to clear the 
stre e ts 
As the n ig h t advanced the rio tin g 
in the city became more w idespread, 
and a t one tim e it appeared as though 
th e m obs w ould take full possession 
of the town. 
T housands of men and 
boys paraded the streets and attack ed 
and sacked every Ita lia n store tney 
cc me across. 
Much of the loot ob­ 
tained by the rioters consisted of 
liquors. 
F art of 
the 
w ines 
and 
brandies captured was d ran k by the 
robbers, w hile w hat 
n o t so d is­ 
posed of was eith er poured into the 
stre e ts and set on fire or burned in 
the casks and barrels, w hich were 
rolled into the m iddle of the th orough­ 
fares. 
M any acts of violence w ere 
com m itted and th rea ts of d eath to the 
Italian s w ere freelv bandied about. 
A num ber of arrests w ere made 
w hen th e trouble was a t its height, 
b u t th e prisoners were subsequently 
liberated by the gendarm es, w ho were 
vociferously applauded by the mob. 
M any of the ringleaders w ho had 
fallen into th e hands of the police 
only la te r to be set a t lib erty were 
carried in trium ph to sim lar riotous 
scenes th a t w ere being enacted in 
other q u arters of the city. 
The streets are strew n w ith debris 
of every description. 
The le ft side of 
th e River Rhone was the scene of the 
w orst acts of violence. 
Here the 
troops who w ere sum m oned to aid th e 
police had the utm ost difficulty in re­ 
sto rin g order. 
In th e center of the 


tow n the mobs w ere more am enable 
to orders and the troops were repeat­ 
edly cheered. 
D uring the n ig h t a 
to tal of 300 arrests were made. 
The dispatching of detectives -from 
Paris to Cette, from which la tte r place 
Santo came to Lyons, has caused con­ 
sternation am ong the anarchists there, 
and m any of them, fearing th e police 
dragnet' w ould be 
throw n around 
them , fled the town. 
Late in the day 
the police searched the lodgings of a 
dozen anarchists, but so far as know n 
found nothing to im plicate them in 
S anto's crime. 
Four arrests were, 
made. 
Before the funeral cortege set o ut a 
mob set fire to several of the Italian 
cafes. 
A com m issary of police begged 
th e crowd to respect the affliction of 
Mme. Carnot, b u t the rioters replied 
w ith shouts of: 
“ We w ill avenge 
C arnot.’’ 
The streets of the city throughout 
th e day have been thronged w ith 
crow ds of excited people. 
A large 
num ber of th e stores are closed. Seri­ 
ous rio tin g has already occurred and 
more trouble is anticipated. 
W ere it 
n o t for th e presence of the over­ 
w helm ing force of troops stationed in 
and about the city there is little doubt 
th a t the mob w ould a tta c k th e palace 
of justice and w reak vengeance upon 
the m urderer. 
A strong detachm ent of police has 
been on guard about the Italian con­ 
sulate th ro u g h o u t the day and w ill re­ 
m ain th ere u n til all danger of an at­ 
tack has passed. 
The police are ap­ 
prehensive of trouble a fte r dark, but 
every precaution is being tak en to 
prom ptly quell any fu rth er rioting. 
At th e suggestion of the civil au­ 
thorities the m ilitary com m ander of 
Lyons has w ithdraw n the troops from 
th e streets, b u t they are still held i» 
reserve, under arm s, a t th e ir barracks. 
T he calvary keep th eir horses saddled 
and ready to tu rn out a t a m om ent’s 
notice. 
A com pany of in fan try is also held 
in reserve in a house adjoining the 
Italian consulate to be ready to sup­ 
p o rt the police in case of an attack. 
A t th e request of the local au th o ri­ 
ties the Italian consul has removed 
the Italian flag from outside the con­ 
sulate. 
The rioters, 
however, 
had 
n o t touched the flag or the escutch­ 
eon. 


BACK 
TO 
H IS 
CAPITAL. 


R em ains o f F rance’s M artyred President 
T aken to Paris. 
L yons, Ju n e 2G.—T he body of M. 
C arnot was taken from the prefecture 
la st evening and placed on the train 
th a t conveyed it to Paris. 
A fter 
prayers for th e dead had been offered 
the casket containing the rem ains was 
carried out and placed on a gun car­ 
riage. 
W hile th is was being done 
salutes of a rtillery were being fired, 
trum pets were sounded, and drum s 
w ere beaten. 
Every civil and m ilitary 
honor was show n the dead. 
The 
square in fro n t of the prefecture was 
densely 
thronged as w ere all the 
streets leading to the railw ay station. 
Troops and gendarm es 
kept the 
route clear. 
The procession th a t fol­ 
lowed the body w as a lengthy one. 
It 
included all th e civic and m ilitary 
auth o rities 
of Lyons a n i a large 
num ber of delegates from different 
cities and tow ns. 
M ourning em blem s are w orn 
by 
nearly every man, wom an and child in 
the city, and no dw elling seems too 
poor to display the em blem s of grief 
from its window s and ab o u t its doors. 
The m ajority of in h ab itan ts are w ear­ 
ing sm all m ourning badges of im m or­ 
telles in th eir buttonholes in addition 
to crepe around th eir arms. 
All th e flags are draped w ith crepe 
and a countless num ber of p o rtraits 
and engravings of the la te president, 
surrounded by crepe, are to be seen 
displayed in the w indow s everywhere. 
The rem ains of th e late president 
rested in state a t the p re recture. 
The 
face had a calm, peaceful expression. 
P a r is , 
Ju n e 26.—The fu n eral of 
P resident C arnot has been fixed for 
Sunday. 
The rem ains w ill be laid ip 
the P antheon, w here V ictor Hugo is 
buried, beside those of Lazare Carnot, 
the presider! t’s g randfather. 
I t is 
said M. Carnot shrank from going to 
Lyons. 
W hen, however, his friends 
began to ta lk of the Lyons anarchists 
avenging Y aillant's d eath the presi­ 
d e n t th o u g h t he was in honor bound 
to g a 
Daily, since V aillant’s attem pt, 
the president received m enacing le t­ 
ters, som etim es ten or tw elve in a 
single day. Ile disdained these th reats 
and would not allow any precautio ns 
for his safety to be taken. 


MESSAGES O F SYM PATHY. 


T he C ivilized W orld Joins in Condem ­ 
nation o f th e Murder. 
R om e, Ju n e 20.—K ing H um bert yes­ 
terday gave an audience to M. Billot, 
th e F rench am bassador. 
His m ajesty 
expressed his deep grief a t the calalu 
ity th a t has befallen France. 
The in­ 
terview th roughout w as cordial. 
The pope was painfully im pressed 
by th e new s of M. C arnot’s death. 
Ile 
a t once sent a telegram of sym pathy 
to M. H enotaux, French foreign min­ 
ister. 
The pope has celebrated mass 
for the repose of the soul of M. Car­ 
n o t 
Follow ing is the te x t of King Hum­ 
b ert's telegram to the French govern­ 
m ent: 
“ The execrable act which has 
deprived 
France of chief of sta te 
whose person inspired universal re­ 
spect has moved me to the profound­ 
est depths of my h e a rt 
The day con­ 
secrated h ith erto to the tw o nations 
by m utual glory [this refers to Sol- 
ferino], unites them io-day in common 
m ourning.” 
The cham ber of deputies was draped 
w ith m ourning as a m ark of respect 
for apd sym pathy w ith France. 
Pre­ 


m ier I nspi mane a snort and appro­ 
priate address in w hich he referred in 
w arm term s to the late P resident Car­ 
not, and then asked the cham ber to 
adjourn as a token of sypathy w ith 
France. 
The m otion was agreed t a 
D uring his rem arks Prem ier Crispi 
said: “ To our deepest sorrow the m ur­ 
derer is an Italian. 
B ut anarchists 
have no country. 
T heir country dis­ 
claim s them. The cham ber of deputies 
joins in the universal m ourning for 
th e loss w hich F rance has ju st sus­ 
tained.” 
P a r i s , Ju n e 26.—The telegram of 
condolence sent, by Em peror W illiam 
of Germ any to Mme. C arnot expressed 
his m ajesty’s and the em press’ sym pa­ 
thy w ith the widow of the president, 
and 
added: 
“ May God give you 
stren g th to support this terrible blow. 
He w as w orthy of his g reat name. 
President C arnot died like a soldier 
on the field of b attle.’’ 
M ad rid , June 26.— In the senate and 
cham ber of deputies the m inisters and 
leaders of 
the stv eral parties ex­ 
pressed th eir abhorrence of th e crim e 
th a t has robbed France of its chief 
executive. 
T he dead French presi­ 
dent w as w arm ly eulogized by all the 
speakers, afte r w hich both houses ad ­ 
journed for a week as a m ark of re­ 
spect to his memory. 
Wa sh in g to n, Ju n e 
26.—Secretary 
Gresham has forw arded to M inister 
Eustis the follow ing official card ex­ 
pressing th e sorrow of the nation: 
“W ash ing ton, June 25, Executive 
M ansion—Eustis, Ambassador, Paris, 
France. 
Express to tho m inister of 
foreign affairs the profound sorrow 
w ith w hich th e President and the 
Am erican people have heard of the 
atrocious crim e w hich has robbed the 
sister republic of its wise, hum ane and 
patriotic chief m agistrate. 
“G resham. ” 
V ie n n a, Ju n e 26.—Count Kalnoky, 
A ustro-IIungarian m inister of foreign 
affairs, and Prince W indishgratz, Aus­ 
trian prim e m inister, called a t the 
French em bassy here and expressed 
th eir condolences.

W ic h ita , Kas., 
June 20.—At 7:30 
la st evening a terrible cyclone from 
the southw est struck the village of 
K eighley and nearly wiped the little 
tow n off the earth. 
All the telegraph 
wires are dow n and the inform ation 
was b rought to Leon by a courier 
who rode a sw ift horse. 
Owing to the fact th a t the courier 
le ft im m ediately afte r the cyclone 
passed over the details are over. 
It is 
know n, however, th a t one man, Ed 
Thurm an, was killed o u trig h t 
Many were pinned under falling 
houses and th eir fearful w ails indicate 
serious injuries. 
It is th o u g h t th a t m any were killed, 
as the cyclone sw ept on its course as 
far east as the people could see i t 
Tw o general stores, the larg est build­ 
ings in the village, w ere crushed like 
egg-shells. 
A freig h t train was standing on the 
’Frisco track a t the tim e and six cars 
were lifted up and turned upside 
down. 
This would indicate th a t the 
cyclone was a t least 200 feet wide. 
T he w reck standing on the track 
piled up th irty feet high and trains 
cannot pass u n til som etim e to-m orrow 
night. 


W indstorm D oes D am age. 
P e k in, IIL, Ju n e 26.— A severe w ind­ 
storm passed over the central p art of 
Pekin from the southw est shortly 
afte r m idnight last night, unroofing 
houses, blow ing dow n chim neys and 
leveling trees.

The trouble is g ettin g more serious 
every hour. 
T he presence of United 
States m arshals has not had the q u iet­ 
ing effect desired. 
The crowd of citizens blew out the 
cattle guard on the outsk irts of the 
tow n Saturday n ig h t and w arped the 
rails so th a t train s could not pass over 
for some hours* T h at trains were not 
ditched is due to the vigilance of the 
deputy m arshals. 
L ast n ig h t three 
people were s h o t 
A mob attacked 
the south-bound Rock Island passen­ 
ger train, 
th a t came 
through the 
tow n flying, w ith a hot fusilade of 
bullets from their W inchesters. 
More 
than a hundred shots were fired a t the 
train, and some of the cars were per­ 
forated. 
A Mr. F ossett of Kingfisher, who 
was standing on the platform , had his 
h a t shot off and received slight scalp 
wounds, and another passenger was 
struck in th e th ro at by a bullet.

Fount, w*as h it in the leg w ith a heavy 
charge of b u ckshot 
D uring this delay the deputy m ar­ 
shals did not tire a sh o t

In Jan u ary , 1892, he tried w ith 
tw o fellow anarchists to s ta rt a new s­ 
paper, b u t was unable to raise the 
funds necessary to

1893, w hen he w ent to Sw itzerland.

She said she felt a strange thrill pass 
all down her spine. 
“ After this I read her from the 
scriptures the passage directing suf­ 
ferers to call upon the elders of the 
church and told her that when she 
called we would come. 
This was 
Thursday afternoon, Friday she sent 
a call for us to visit her Saturday 
afternoon at 2:30. 
We did so and the 
spirit commanded me to lay hand on 
ber throat.

Brooklyn 
bridge you will observe 
w here the compensation is made for 
the expansion an t contraction by heat 
and cold. 
The bridge, resting on tho 
four cables, is divided into two parts 
in the middle, and one end is ar­ 
ranged to slide over the other. 
You 
can put your hand on the railing and 
m easure by the rubbing of the parts 
how far they have pulled back in win­ 
ter or have overlapped in summer. 
If 
you w atch from cool morning till mid­ 
day you can see just how much the 
bridge has expanded in six hours. 
But does the bridge which thus feels 
heat and cold also feel at all the strain 
of the w eights that pass over it? Let 
us look and see. 
We stand again in 
the middle of the bridge and watch 
as a train of cars passes by. 
We no­ 
tice where we looked before to see 
one end slide over the other th at foot 
passengers do not seem to affect it in 
the least. 
When a heavy team passes 
by there is no observable movement. 
The bridge does not seem to have no­ 
ticed it at all. 
But here comes a train 
of cars crossing the bridge. 
As it 
comes nearer we observe th at the rail­ 
ing overlaps, the ends begin to move 
apart. 
They separate for an inch.
